■ I i Hung Chang visited the United 
States In 1N9H aud was the recipient 
vt many courtesies, official and other­ 
wise. One of tile notable Incidents of 
his visit was the planting of a jingko 
tree, n native of China and Jnpau, at 
the tomb of General Grant, In River­ 
side park, Iii New York. 
The tree la 
•till flourishing there. 
Its queer palm 
shaped leaves without a rib are famil­ 
iar to those who iiotice trees, for It 
•Vrows readily iii our climate. Perhaps 
the extreme simplicity 
of General 
Grant's manners touched a kindred 
chord, for, uot w 11 hat a nil I ng the eln bo­ 
j it e etiquette of China which Ll Hung 
always followed, he was a man of very 
«lniple habits. 


■During Ll Hung Chang’s sojourn to 
this country he ca I bd ujmjii Mrs. U. S. 
G rant, who has thus referred to the 
visit: 
“Tile visit of his excellency Ll Hung 
•Chang to me was the renewal of au ac­ 
quaintance made iii China when Gen­ 
eral Grant ami I were travel lug around 
the world. Li Hung Chang always had 
the warmest admiration and friend­ 
ship for the general, and his excellen­ 
cy asked to visit me as the widow of 
the general, his friend. 
“When we were in Chlua, Ll and the 
general became friends. 
The premier 
extended every courtesy to us. Ile has 
been very progressive and Is so liberal 
that while we were there he allo wed 
bls wife. the late Lady Ll, to give a 
dinner to me. 
Lady Ll wns u lovely 
-character aud of Hlietnl mind. 
“The palace was magnificent, and ev­ 
erything about the dinner was the per­ 
fection of good taste. 
It was giveu in 
European style on a European dining 
table, and I was told the service for 
the dinner, which was extremely hand 
some, was bought for tile occasion. It 
was the first time I .ady Ll had ever 
entertained un English speaking wo­ 
man. 


“Ll Hung Chang Is a wonderful man 
and has done numb for China. 
He 
'n one of Hie greatest men living to­ 
day. 
Ile always said it was destined 
that lie toil the general should be 
friends. 
They were born the same 
year; he says, I believe, tinder the 
same planets also, and It was destiny 
that each should attain greatness. 
“ Ile felt a very deep regard toward 
the genera* and sent me a very touch­ 
ing letter at the time of the general's 
death. With all Ids greatness Ll [lung 
('hung is a mail of very louder and 
ileep feelings. Ile was one of the very 
first to contribute to the fund for the 
general’s tomb, and the wreath that 
inis been placed there annually by rep­ 
resentatives of China has liven due to 
Ids strong attachm ent to the general's 
memory. 
“We have maintained a desultory 
correspondence. When the death of 
the first lad y LI occurred. I wrote to 
hun expressing my sympathy. Natu­ 
rally the meeting at my son’s has 
many painful memories. 
“It is really a great compliment that 
tim viceroy pays when he asks one’s 
age. This, however, occasioned several 
droll experiences with members of our 
party 
when 
we were traveling in 
China. When the viceroy asked me, I 
answered as I had inteudisl to, ‘Just 
four years younger than your excel­ 
lency.’ Ile aud General Grant were of 
the same age. 
“When we were In China, the vice­ 
roy mode the general somfl beauti fill 
gifts. I am uot sure whether any of 
them are In the National museum col­ 
lection in Washington or not. One of 
the gifts wns a magnificent coat of 
sable. I have the sable now." 


Earl Ll was very much Interested In 
General Grant, who In turn is known 
to have had a high opinion of the vice­ 
roy. In fact, the two men seem to have 
recognized each other as capable men 
of affairs. The Chinese followed the 
sad story of G rant’s passing away with 
sympathy, and in after years Id was 
fond of making an odd and not at all 
necessary application of G rant's cir 
i u inst a ii ct *s to Ids own case. Ll had 
an abrasion on Ids tongue, the origin 
of which was obscure for a time, and 
there was u possibility of some throat 
difficulty similar to that of G rant’s. 
Ile seemed to be rather proud of the 
historical parallel than otherwise, and 
perhaps thought that the conquerors 
of the two greatest rebellions in his­ 
tory ought to reaeh the Elysian fields 
by the same route. The viceroy’s diffi­ 
culty proved to have an entirely differ 
ent origin, however, and was, In fact, 
merely a local trouble of no Import­ 
ance. 


making a final stand in the city of 
Swim ii, General Gordon obtained Ll 
Hung Chang’s consent to pardou the 
lenders on condition that the city 
would surrender unconditionally. The 
terms were named, the city capitulat­ 
ed. hut what was Gordon’s astonish­ 
ment to find on the following morning 
that Ll llting Chang had invited the 
leaders to Ids tent and while they were 
partaking of his hospitality had bar­ 
barously massacred them. 
Gordon's fury knew no bounds. The 
deceived general, It Is said, followed 
Ll Hung Cluing with a loaded revolver 
along the city walls, and the Chinese 
commander escaped being shot by tak­ 
ing shelter in the house of a friend. 
Tile 
subsequent 
friendship 
(twenty 
years afterward) which subsisted be­ 
tween the two has always been nu 
enigma to the friends of Gordon and 
can lie accounted for only by Gordon’s 
deep religiousness and bls desire to for­ 
give.

American .m anufacturers are evident­ 
ly quite as busy in DOI as they w ere in 
1900. At least this is a reasonable con­ 
clusion from an examination of the 
figures of the treasury bureau of sta­ 
tistics at W ashington, which show that 
the total imports of m anufacturers’ 
m aterials in the nine months ending 
with September, 1901, were greater in 
value than those of the corresponding 
months of last year, although an an­ 
alysis of the Imports, article by article, 
shows that in many cases the prices 
per unit of quality have decreased. 
This decrease in price Is so strongly 
marked that In many cases, while the 
figures of value show a decrease in the 
nine months of 1901, as compared with 
those of 1900, the figures of quantity 
for the same period shop* nu Increase. 
For instance, imports 
india rubber, 
when measured by value, show a slight 
reduction iu 1901, as compared with 
1900, while the quantity imported In
